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City Progress 


Past 5 Years 


Five years ago the present City Administration 
look o\ t*r I hi* reigns *»f the City Government. The 
( ity was deeply in debt, many biils were due and the 
General Fund was in the red. The first high aim of 
this ( ouncil was to adopt an economical policy of 
(pay as you go) paying cash for every expenditure 
made and taking care of all City bills and bonds as 
they become due. 


Thanks to former Mayor M. Coleman who w an 
on the ( ouncil at that time, and took a firm stand on 
paying the City’s indebtedness when due and not mak­ 
ing any new debts that we couldn’t pay. The sound 
financial condition of the City today is a result of 
carrying out to the fullest extent the economical policy 
adopted by the present Council five years ago. 
The < ity bonded indebtedness Jan. 1910 was 
$282,105.00. 
Each year of maturities has been met 
promptly as they become due, the total indebtedness 
has been reduced $81,107.50, which includes the peak 
year 1912 when $27,032.50 was retired without ad­ 
ditional financing. 


The total outstanding bonded indebtedness of the 
City of Comanche 1911 to 1966 is $200.997.50. This 
includes $15,717.50 coming due thi> year (1911) and 
we have on hand in the Interest and Sinking Fund 
now in which to pay them with $18,900,86.
